BAN FKANCISCO, tMarch 5.—Telegrams 


were received by tho Associated Press 
today from 100 correspondents in Cali- 
fornia to determine the present crop out- 
look in the state. The reporta are Tery 
complete and cover in detail tho princi- 
pal fruit and grain districts. Rains have 
been general throughout the state. 


In the San Joacmin valley tbo winter 


rainfall haa averaged 8 Inches, while tho 
average is usually 4. 


In other valleys of the state the rain- 


fall lias been nominal and rains have 
como with adequate intervals to promote 
seeding and to afford trees and pram a 
Cull benefit of the moisture.* 


It IB estimated that a larger acreage 


has been sown to wheat tliau ever bo- 
fore, and the present outlook is for the 
largest crop in tbo history of the state. 
Tho grain crop, however, yet depends 
upon rains iu April and the absence of 
hot northers to insure the crop EO that it 
is too early to base predictions as to the 
probable outlook for grain for the year, 
though the present outlook for largo 
crops could not be more favorable. 


Apricot, peach, »lmond and prune 


trees aro in lull blossom and tho crop of 
apricot and ebonies promises to bo two 
weeks earlier than usual. 


TJUCY, March 5.—The outlook for 


crops is above the average for this vicin- 
ity, both for early BOWU and late «rain. 
Tlie rains all como very timely and with 
the usual spring rains *he farmers will be 
content.

San Francisco Examiner hae interviewed 
President Huntlogtott of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad company in regard to 
various questions of railroad manage- 
ment/theoretical and actual, and that 
gentleman has responded very fully to 
the various interrogations. Among the 
queetioDB aaked was this: 


"Do TOO think the people of San Fran- 


cisco will be sncceHBful in their efforts to 
Bet (mother oyerland railroad into Ihia 
dty?" 


To this Mr. Huntington made the fol- 


lowing reply:

I ehonld con- 
aider it quite safe to say that o" will

Bach a project as the building of another 
overland road. 


Mr. Huntington has evidently con- 


fused hie own and 1m company'B inter- 
cat with those ol the state at large. In- 
deed, it is not impossible that in tho 
light of past events Mr. Huntington is, 
practically, ol the opinion that tbe 
Southern Vacific company ie the elate, 
It hu.at times, looked as though such 
were tbe case to people who would not 
be influenced by their own intereeta to 
ao believe. But there is a growing opin- 
ion among the people generally that the 
state has an existence in a deRree dis- 
tinct Lorn that oUhe railroad company 
and that in Home casee its interests arc 
not in common with those ol the corpor- 
ation. 


The instance in particular in which it ii 


believed that the welfare of the fltato con- 
flicts with that o! the Southern FaciBc 
company is thie matter of a competing 
overland road. Tho people ol Californii 
believe that euch a road is the imper- 
ative necessity of the limes, and that

that such a road will nol pay, thnt the 
boat intareatfl of the state will not be sub- 
Berrod by building it, and thnt in his 
opinion it will not be built during tho 
next ten 'years at least. It is to Mr. 
HuntinKton'a interest to believe those 
tilings, and bo ie not tho kind of busi- 
ness man who will permit his opinions 
to clash with his intercBlfl. The people 
of California who do not share in Iho 
profltB of ila eoHtary road hold very dif 
fcrcnt opinione from those expressed by 
Mr. Uuntington. They know that tbe 
Southern Pacific railroad was a paying 
Institution when Its business was very 
much leea than it DOW is, and they have 
reaeon to believe that tho transportation 
business of tbie coast could at this lime 
be divided between two railroadfl with a 
fair profit to each. 


Tho company of which Mr. Hunting- 


ton is the president haa been most 
assiduous in its efforts to keep alive the 
impression that there ia no money in 
their business in California; that it ba* 
been carried on largely for the public 
good, and that the great wealth amassed 
by the principal owners ban come from 
other eonrcea. Nothwithstanding these 
representations the public is not deeply 
impreeenJ with the poverty of the South- 
ern Pacific company. To the contrary, 
there is an opinion prevailing that the 
Southern Pacific is one of the best pay- 
ing roads in the United Slates. By way 
of comparison TUB HBPOIILICAN haa a 
statement from an unprejudiced source 
that the profits of the Southern Pad Be 
from the divisions between Bakerafield 
to Ban Francisco ia 125 por cent over the 
running expenses, while the profits of 
tbe Alton system, equal in length to 
this division of tho Southern Pacific, in 
25 por cent over running expenses. 


It is not to be expected that the South- 


ern Pacific would desire such a fact as 
this to be made public. It would show 
too plainly that a grand field is here 
awaiting the advent of another road. It 
will be remembered by some of our read- 
ers that but two years ago A. C. BacBett, 
of the coast division of the Southern Pa- 
cific, rendered a report showing that 00 
per cent of the gross receipts of that di- 
vison were net profits. Tbe reaolt of 
making this report was that Mr. Baesett 
was promptly discharged, and Mr. Huut- 
ington felt that it waa necessary to make 
Borne explanations to tbe effect that there 
were some exptnsee which had not been 
included in the report. It wonld not do, 
of course, to have the fact leak oat 
through an official report that the com- 
pany war making enormous profits. 


Mr. Hoatington says that in his opin- 


ion at least ten years will elapse before 
another overland road will be built. 
THB REPUBLICAN will here register the 
prediction that another road connecting

HIGH sauooti BONDS. 


An Opinion That tbo Council Can- 


not Pay a Commission. 


City Attorney Terry says that ho will 


advise tho three and the two members of 
the city council next Monday night, that 
tho law will not permit them to pay a 
bonus or commission for the sale of the 
high school bonds. 
It is his opinion that the law means 


what it says when it provides that tho 
bonde mu?t he sold at par, and Umt the 
paying of a commiesion for their sale 
would ba equivalent to selling the bonde 
below par. It is A maxim of law that 
that which U prohibited to be done di- 
rectly cannot be legally done indirectly. 
He has failed to find any law authominR 
the council to \-a.y cosumiseionB for the 
sale of bonde. 
Thero is uo doubt that Die council as 


n wbole will act upon Mr. Terry's advice 
and the sale of tbe bonds will be pre- 
vented unless financiers are willing to 
take them at 5 per cent on their par 
value. 
So far as the credit of tho county is 


concerned the bonds are as good as 
United States bonds.
